Applicant's arguments have not overcome the 
rejections of record in the Official action mailed 09/10/02 , under 35 U.S. C. 102 (a), (b) and 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) since a new search is 
required to determine whether the prior art of record has been overcome by the proposed claim amendments. Furthermore, the new 
language "abl-specific", "bcr-specific", "derived from abl" and "bcr-derived" raise new issues for consideration under 35 U.S.C 112 and/or 
prior art considerations.
